Student As Nigger 



Editor's Note: The following is an editorial re- 
printed from the Stanford Daily, Stanford Univer- 
sity. 

An oft reprinted article written last summer by 

a Cal State at Los Angeles professor proclaims 
"Students are niggers. When you get that straight , 
our schools begin to make sense." 

English professor Gerald Farber condemns the 
role-playing that students are forced into by the 
institutions they attend and by insecure professors 
who feel they have to lord over their charges to 
prove themselves. He equates "black slaves and 
student slaves" and laments the immense power 
students have but are failing to use. 

Everywhere in tte modem university, one can 
find examples of how students are treated as slaves 
and second class citizens, rather than as members 
of a community of scholars. The mass numbers 
present on state campuses and tbe Intense demands 
of public legislative bodies make state institutions 
like Cal State L.A. more impersonal and role- 
conscious tiian private universities, but even at 
Stanford, students a re too often niters. 

In some fields, the philosophy that students must 
suffer is common. Some departments seem to fail 
every doctoral canditbte the first time he takes his 
comprehensives, no matter how sctolarly he is. 
Students as niggers must suffer. 

In all too many undergraduate courses, particu- 
larly at the freshman level, novice professors and 
instructors, more insecure than most, use the tough 
image to make themselves feel secure and scholarly. 
Their effect on the student trying to find his way 
into the university community is particularly severe. 
Throughout the entire academic program, there are 
few courses where a student can feel that he is 
sharing with the professor and his fellow students, 
and not just hearing from a self important oracle. 

Two truths are established: one is "what the 
professor says" and this is regurgitated on exam- 
mations and in term papers to appease the great 
dispenser of grades. The other truth is what the 
Student experiences outside of class, what is true 
to his tongue, his fingers, his stomach, and his 
heart. Until the two truths are one, role-playing 
in the university will ^o on. 

Farber claims "damn little education takes place 
m the schools," and he asks "How could it? You 
can't education slaves; you can only train them. 
^,^0 use an even uglier word , you can only program 

At Stanford too much progranuning takes place. 
Too few professors and administrators are secure 
enough and honest enough to treat their students 
as equals. This might undermine the established 
order of authority and structure within the univer- 
sity And we all know how important that is. 

The student who sacrifices all to ingratiate him- 
self with the security-minded professor by spending 
hours outlining dull chapters or by sitting atten- 
tively in dull lectures has sold out to a slave system 
But the student who complains when he dis- 
likes his education is the student who will get 
an education. The professor who is honest and 
treats his students as equals makes possible their 
education. He is the only campus guru. To him stu- 
dents are not just niggers 
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Student Criticizes BOR Banning 
Of Greene's Film On Vietnam 



To the Editor: 

State senators have an uncan- 
ny ability to spot a Communist 
bereath every bush and behind 
every tree, so it wasn't surpris- 
ing tiiat they saw one lurking in 
the vicinity of f'elix Greene's 
film on North Vietnam. It wasn't 
really surprising that they then 
yelped to the Board of Regents, 
nor that the Eo^rd deftly and 
without delay \ .r.- ed iheprogram 
off the air. (It was shown Mon- 
day Feb. 5 or, VVFSU; the Re- 
gents intervened to prevent a 
second showing the following 
Thursday). It won't be surpris- 
ing either if the students andfac- 
ulty of FSU take this blatant in- 
terference lying down; capitula- 
tion is well within the aoope of 
our tradition. 

The good senators fdt the film 
po.-'rayed American aoldiers as 
murderers. Tbe depth of such an 
anslytis only indlcatet bow fit 
they are to act as canaors for 
the met of as. Thie. there were 
many scenes of raids and demo- 
liUon of villages, of needless suf- 
fering and of horrible civilian 
injuries, all the result of Ameri- 
can bombs dropped from Ameri- 
can planes. BUt to read Into that 
a portrayal of the American sol- 
dier as a murderer is not only 
simple-minded but also craorary 
to the Import of the film. 

The one occasion in which the 
personal qualities of any Amer- 
ican soldier were depicted was in 
an extremely sympathetic inter- 
view with a Oyer vAo had been 
shot down on a bombing run. 
He was hardly made out to be 
a murderer: dazed, amiable, 
bearing no apparwjt hostility to- 
ward the Vietnantese.heliteraUy 
knew not what he had done. Not 
even tlie unfortunate inhabitants 
of his target area regarded him 
as a murderer: they treated him 
well and were even iMendly, 
his own admission. 

1 gddier that the propensity to 
interpr« this conflia In terms of 
personal qualities and caaracter 
is far stronger ar-rf>ngst tlie 
Americans than ar.iongst the 
Vietnamese. Tbefly^r'sremarks 
struck me as not typical of Amer- 
ican attitudes towud the enemy; 
most comments I've heard and 
read tend to construe ihe Viet- 
namese enemy as personally, if 
not racially. Inferior as a clever 
pest which needs to be wiped out. 
as a naughty child which needs 
to lie punished and can only grow 
to maturity under American in- 
struction. How can the Viet- 
namese undergo the ordeJ which 
they obviously are undentoing, 
without hating us^if Indeed they 
don't) like we hate them (If in- 
deed we do)? Perhaps the> :jlame 
the system which takes men to 
Vietnam, rather than the men 
themselves. 

Could It be that there are other 
ways of understanding this con- 
flict besides the go' d-vs. -evil 
view or theparent-vs. -child view 
that our government so stead- 
fastly promotes'' Could it be that 
our leaders want us to believe 
without question the view they out 



forth? The Board of Regents and 
the Senate Higher Education 
Committee say no to the first 
question; the answer to the second 
is evidently yes. In any event, 
they have chosen to guarantee that 
our sophistication doesn't out- 
shine theirs. That. 1 claim, is 
too severe a restriction for any 
man to accept. 

The senators also felt that if 
the panel discussion (by David 
Shoenbrun of the New York Times 
and Ur. Robert Scigliano, a rep- 
utable pre -administration auth- 
ority on Vietnam) was intended 
to balance the views of the film, 
it didn't really succeed. If this 
was offered as a reason for in- 
terfering with the abowlng of tiw 
film, can there be any clearer 
indication that they will consider 
It th eir right to meddle when- 
ever a view goes against their 
opinion? Anyang that doesn't 
agree with them can readily be 
criticised as unbalanced. One 
fundamental assumption of edu-

Tbomas Lewi*, acting dean of 

the Graduate Sdiool. predicted a 
drop of 25 per c«it of die 2900

He estimated the losa of stu- 
dents who are currently 1-A at 
12 percent, those who are 2-S at 
22 percent dnd those holding 2-A 
(automatic occupational defer- 
ments also removed from gener- 
al deferral) would drop five per- 
cent. This adds to 39 percent 
but "some of the decrease will 
be taken up by additional womsn 
students," said Lewis. 

He said this will still be "a 
25 per cent reduction In the total 
enrollment, whldi Is pretty 
serious." 

NaUonal surveys indicate that 
FSU Is on the low side of losses, 
with most schools expecting a d^) 
of 25 to 50 per cent or more. 

Under present regulations, 
those students coming out of 
undergraduate schools and in 
their year of graduate school will 
he placed at the top of the dr^ 
pool, subject to being calledfirst 
as the oMest in die pool.

But is killing one of rr.y 
"deepest instincts"? Accorllrtg 
to E. Mayr In "Animal Species 
and Evolution" and other experts 
in genetics and evoiuiior. this may 
nor je the case. 

Rather, " through the higher 
mammals, and most strikingly 
in man, there has oeen a a-end 
toward replacing rigidly geneti- 
cally deterr-nlned oehavlor pat- 
terns Dy Dehavior that Is s ject 
to learning and conditioning. . . 
the behavior phenotype. . . to a 
greater or lesser extent is the 
result of learning and education. ' ' 

I for one would rather satisfy 
my "deepest instincts" through 
learning and education instead 
of killing. 

It is in the direction of 
education and understanding that 
the genetic survival of man is 
assured.

(C), enables any undergraduate 
to complete his school year if 
ordered for Induction. The Se- 
lective Service circular of July 
1, 1967, a clarification of stu- 
dent deferments, provided the 
I-S (C) deferment for any regis- 
trant who "whUe satisfactorily 
pursuing a full-time course of 
Instruction at a college, univer- 
sity or similar Institution of 
learning and during his academic 
year at such Institution la order- 
ed to report for Induction, ex- 
cept that nc registrant shall 
be placed in Class 1-S under 
the provisions of this paragraph 
(1) who has previously been plac- 
ed in Class 1-S or (2) who has 
been deferred as a student n 
Class II-S and has received his 
baccalaureate degree." 

Further In the statement It de- 
clares "Graduate students are 
not eligible for a classification

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Morford Replies 

Editor's note: This letter is a 
reply to Dr. Harlar. Shaw's let- 
ter which was printed In yes- 
terday's Flambeau. It Is printed 
i3 a matter of public interest. 

Dear Dr. Shaw: 

I have read your letter to the 
editor received by the Flambeau 
on February 27. 

It would perfa^s be best to 
begin by outlining the history 
of the editorial from the time it 
was initially submitted ft>rpid>- 
lication to the time the revised 
editorial was printed. 

The edUori^asorlginallypre- 
pared was pulled by Mr. Boyles, 
who that same night auoeared at 
the Board of Student Publications 
meeting to claim diat, the editor- 
ial was libelous per se. Having 
been informed of Mr. Boyles ac- 
tion, 1 attended the meeting and 
pointed out to the Board that un- 
der recent U.S. Siqjreme Court 
decisions it qjpeared that the 
editorial was far from being 
litielous per se. 

The Bsard asked Miss Urban 
to document her allegations and 
resubmit the editorial for pub- 
lication. 

In the ensuing two weeks Miss 
Urban fully dccu— anted her alle- 
gations on ai; but vmo points. On 
one of the allegations it appeared 
that while Reinhard was involved 
it was not fully his responsibili- 
ty; thus this was dropped. On 
another allegation, there was a 
conflict in that the person in- 
volved might not have been Rein- 
hard. Rather than risk thepossx- 
bility, this allegation was also 
dropped, even chough evidence 
supporting Che allegation had been 
submitted. 

These were the only two sub- 
stantive changes made. While 
.Miss Urban was documenting the 
editorial, I presented the origin- 
al editorial to severd members 
of the College of Law faculty. 
The consensus was that the orig- 
inal editorial was not libelous. 
Nonetheless, the two aforemen- 
tioned changes were made. 

The revisededitorial was again 
submitted for publication and was 
disapproved by Mr. Boyles, who 
told the Board that the editorial 
was "just as damagii^ a« die 
original," thus persistiQg in his 
claim that it was libelous. I again 
pointed out tbatit wasnotlibelous 
and the Board of Student Publi- 
cations agreed to submit it to die 
Board of Regents or the Attorney 
General's office for an official 
opinion. 

Mr. Kenneth BalUnger cor- 
rectly held that in his qjiniontbe 
editorial was not libelous. 
The editorial was dien printed. 
In your letter you go on to state 
that the editorial is inaccurate. 

You first state diat money for 
"Student Actlvides" is not stu- 
dent money. I don't believe Miss 
Urban said it was. She merely 
asked when will students be able 
to determne for diemtelves how 
saident actlvides will be alloca- 
ted. At present, the Student S«i- 
ate fiends many long hours de- 
termining where the monies 
diould go, only to be overruled 
by the administration. If the mon- 
ey is truly for student activities, 
why shouldn't students have the 
right CO determine what those ac- 
dvities are to be, and how they 
are to be financed? 

You state that "When student 
^encies use their funds with dis- 
•n and prove dieir ability 
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to administer money wisely, then 
the prtvtlege. not the right, to 
spend money will be theirs." 

1 ask >ou sir, if students are 
not given the opportunity to ad- 
minister rnone\ . how are they 
to prove tiiemselves? 

You further state that Miss 
Urban was in error when she 
stated that Or. Reinhard has in- 
sisted tliat he approve and sign 
all requisidons for student 
organizations siqjplies. I con- 
gratulate you for fading, and in- 
forming us of chs one minor ex- 
ception. You give as your reason 
for this exception the fact diat 
the dieater has a conpetent l>ook- 
keeper. Student Government and 
Student Hiblications also have 
constant bookke^iers, yet Or. 
Reinhard still insists on signing 
tlw requisitions. Surely dds can- 
not be the reason. 

You go on to Justify Dr. Reln- 
hard's statement that students 
spend too much money, basing 
your Jusdficadon on thepast per- 
formance of former students. Are 
we all to suffer for the misdeeds 
of persons before us? .-^re we to 
be deprived of the right to show 
that we can follow sound spending 
policies on the basis that we too 
are saxlents? Doesn't Dr. Rein- 
hard's statement strike you ds 
meaning that students as a class 
are irresponsible? Surely you 
C in recognize the absurdity of 
such 3 statement.

Before making such a statement 
>ou should have consulted 
accountant. Miss Urban did. It 
is true that some enterprises do 
allow disbursements on one sig- 
nature, but such an enterprise Is 
not following sound financial pro- 
cedures. The danger of misap- 
propriation is too great. It's 
true that m.any enterprises will 
allow disbursements on one sig- 
nature, but only for very petty- 
expenditures. No major e;q>en- 
diture should ever be allowed on 
one signature. 

I believe I learned that in my 
first accounting course, and I 
majored in accounting as »i un- 
dergra<hiate. 

Concerning Dr. Reinhard's d 
tie of Dean of Men, it is true 
that at this insdtudon and many 
odiers. Dean of Men Is used as 
an administradve dde. It is like- 
wise true, as Miss Urban stated, 
diat the tide of Dean is generally 
reserved for academicians, 
namely the head of a college or 
school within the university. 

As to the role of Miss Urban's 
predecessor on this subject: The 
Flambeau had been aware of the 
proposed change for over a 
month. The administration then 
agreed to let the story run. Af- 
ter the front page article had 
been prepared, the administra- 
tion changed its mind, determin- 
ing that It '.vas perhaps still 
too early to let the story out. 
The Flambeau informed the ad- 
ministration that since deadline 
had passed the only alternative 
was a blank front page. The ad- 
ministration then agreed to let 
the story run rather than have a 
blank front page. 

This then was surely not the 
re^onsiblillty of the Flamieau. 
The fact is. it was the "enlighten- 
ed" alums of the university, 
fearing the fateof their daughters' 
at a school with no Uean of Wo- 
men, who pressured the Board of 
Regents Into retaining the titles 
of Dean of Men, and Dean of Wo- 



men. 

As to Dr. Reinhard's misun- 
derstanding his duties yes, let 
us check the faas: 

When President Steams set vp 
his cabinet, there was indeed a 
conflict with die administrative 
structure. The oonflia. as I un- 
derstand It, wu baalcally over 
die fact that Steams provided 
for a posltton to overeee dis- 
bursements, a function that had 
traditionally been administra- 
tive. But, is this not a valid stu- 
dent government concern? lan't 
it an attempt by student govern- 
ment to create greater autraomy 
in student government? The 
result was the refusal ontepart 
of die Division of Student Affairs 
to approve the legislation creat- 
ing die cabinet unless and until 
die conflia was corrected. 
Was the conflict that serious? 
.Again is Reinhard's duties the 
helping of students to run their 
own affairs, or the actual run- 
ning of student affairs himself? 

Your next statement concerns 
Dr. Reinhard's setting up of th-g,^ 
sorority ourts. You state "The 
amendment defining the court 
system for sororities was passed 
two months after Dr. Reinhard 
asked Panhellenlc :o set up its 
own court system." Thisiscom- 
pleteU false. 1 should know, I 
wrote the bill. The bill was in the 
Division of Student AffairsOfflce 
in July. It was passed by Student 
Body referendum in October, se- 
veral weeks before Dr. Reinhard 
"asked Panhellenlc to set 143 Its 
own court system." Thebillpio- 
vided that sorority courts would 
be set up by statute, not by 
Panhellenic, and not by Dr. Rein- 
hard. Despite this Reinhard made 
nf effort whatsoever to find out 
what had been done by student 
government, but rather proceed- 
ed on his own. Dr. Reinhard by 
diis irresponsible and unjustifi- 
able action prevented die system 
as set by student senate from 
taking effea until the end of the 
first quarter. 

You go on to ask that Miss 
Urban "exercise the same pol- 
icy toward editorials that you do 
toward letters." The editorial 
was wltliln the bounds of the let- 
ters policy. It is not libelous, 
as established by the State At- 
torney General's Office, nor Is 
it malicious or vindictive within 
the accepted definition which Is 
"proof that the defamatory state- 
ment was made with knowledge 
that it was false or with reck- 
less and wanton disregard with 
an awareness that it was prob- 
ably false." (New York Times 
V. Sullivan 376 U,S. 254, United 
States Supreme Court, 1964) 

You go on to agree with Dr. 
Carey's statement that "It would 
seem fair to me that legitimate 
criticism of the university should 
focus on issues and not person- 
alities." 1 submit to you that 
such a limitation would not only 
be absurd, it would violate the 
first amendment right to free- 
dom of speech and freedom of 
press. 

It has long been recognized that 
the press has an absolute priv- 
ilege to criticize public officals 
and figures, as well as issues. 
Perh^s Student Body President 
Gene Steams best summed up this 
point when he said "We happen 
to consider Dean Reinhard's per- 
sonality to be an Issue.' 

In the case of Curtis Puldlsh- 
Ing Co. v. Butts the U. S. Su- , 
preme Court stated: 
"The dlfseminadon of t^ in- 



dividual's opinions on matters 
of public interest Is for us. In 
die historic words oftheDeciar- 
adon of bidependanoe, an 'in- 
alienable right' . . .HiseoTy abows 
us that the Founders were not 
always convinced that unlimited 
discussion of public issues would 
be 'for the benefit of all of us,' 
but that they finally adhered to the 
proposition that the 'true liberty 
of the press' permitted 'every 
man to publish his opinions.* '" 
(18 L ed 2d 1094, 1967 ) 

0:. then state that "The most 
Significant issue in this incident 
Is not freedom of the press. TTie 
most significant issue is respon- 
sibility of the press." Again I 
cite to you the words of the U.S. 
Supreme Court: 

"The guarantees for speech 
and press are not merely the 
preserve of political ejqiression 
and comment upon public affairs. 
Freedom of discussion mustem- 
brace all Issues about which 
Information is needed or ap- 
propriate to enable the members 
society to cope with 
the exigencies of their period." 
(Time, Inc. v. HUI, 385 U.S. 
374) 

"The guarantees of freedom of 
speech and press were not de- 
signed merely to prevent the 
censor^lp of the press, but any 
action of the government by 
means of which It might prevent 
sudi free and general discussion 
of public matters as seems ab- 
solutely essential ..." (Curtis 
Fubllstiii^ Co. v. Butts, supra) 
The government here involv«l 
Is this university's admlnistra- 
Uon. Dean Reinhard is an official 
of that administration. It is true 
that under the B.O.R. manual 
FVvsIdent Qiamplon is deemed 
publisher, but this ry no sticans 
prevents nor should it ever pre- 
vent a free discussion and fair 
comment on the activities, work, 
and even perscnallt> of i member 
of the administration. 1 seriously 
doubt that an eyebrow would ever 
be raised if a student government 
official were criticized by the 
Flambeau. 

There is indeed a responsibility 

to the publisher. There is like- 
wise a responsibility to the pub- 
lic, in this cast the student body, 
faculty ind staff of FSU. The 
latter responslbllits dictates that 
if an administrator . f this Uni- 
versity be ineffectual in his 
capacity the editor has a right 
and a duty to let the public know 
it. 

Under your concluding state- 
ment criticism of University of- 
ficials would be Impossible un- 
less the officials themselves 
agreed to let you criticize them. 
Surely you recognize the absurd- 
ity of diis. A toderal oourt In 
Alabama has recognized the ab- 
surdity of such a system. In Ala- 
bama, tiie state is constdased 
the publistier of all stats sdiool 
newspapers. At Troy State Col- 
lege the president of the univer- 
sity recQgnlasd this and pass- 
ed • rule forbidding the 
p nb l l rat lo n d any editorial 
c rtti r lz l n g certain state 
officials. Hie student ediuir 
wrote an editorial criticizing 
state ofBdals. The student ed- 
itor wrote an editorial criticizing 
state legislators. As a result he 
was denied readmisslon to the 
university die following fall.

The court stated- 

"It Is basic in our law in this 
country that the privilege to com- 
municate concerning a matter of 
public Interest is embraced i: 
die First Admendment right re- 
lating to freedom of speech and is 
omstitutionally protected agair.jt 
infringement by state officials." 

"Boards of Education, presi- 
dents of colleges, and faculty ad- 
visors are not excepted from the 
rue that protects snidems 
against unreasonaUe rules anc 
regulations." 

".•\ state cannot force ^ college 
student to forfeit his consutu- 
tionall;. protected right of 
freedom of expression as a con- 
dition to his attending a state 
supported institution. State 
school officials cannot infringe 
on . their student's rig^i of free 
and unrestricted e]q)resslon as 
guaranteed by the Cbnsdtutlon 
of the United States . . . ■■ 

The coun went on to hold diai 
die editor must be reinstated as 
he could not be punished "for 
exercising his constitutionalh 
guaranteed right by cloanng nis 
eaqHdsfon of suspension in the 
roiie of insubordination." (Dickey 
V. Alabama State Board of Edu- 
cation, 273 F. Supp. 613. 1967) 
The U. S. Sipreme G^urt ir. 
West Virginia Sute Board of 
Education v. Bamette (319 U.S. 
624) stated: 

The Fourteenth .Amendment, 3S 
now applied to the States, pro- 
tects the citizen against theSt.ite 
itself and all of Its creatures-- 
Qr ards ofHducation not excepted. 
These have, of course, ::T;pcT';-':. 
delicate, and highly discretionar. 
function, by none that they may 
^ot perforrr: within the limits 
of the ail of Rights. That they 
are educating the young for cit- 
izenship Is reason for scrupulotis 
protection of Constitutional free- 
don of the individual, if we 
not to strangle the free :' 
at its source and te.ich \ ■ 
to discount important pnnciples 
of government as mere plati- 
tudes." 

Yes, Dr. Shaw there is respon- 
sibility to the publisher, but as 
seen, when that publisher is the 
state or creature thereof it Is 
not exen^ from criticism. 

The policy advocated by Dr. 
Carey and yourself of criticizing 
Issues and not personalities, as 
well meaning as it may be, would 
indeed operate to "strangle the

free mind at its source." 

I stroni^y urge diat you re- 
consider your position on this 
subject: that you recognize that 
there la more to tills than the 
protection of reputation or re- 
sponsibility to pubUsfaen that 
tadlat hOss Urban has done is to 
exercise a constitutionally guar- 
anteed right, a right that neither 
you nor I nor the university ad- 
ministration can ever deprlvehsr 
of. 

Someday perhaps I will be the 
one being subjeaed to harsh crit- 
icism. I hope that I never put 
myself in the position of leaving 
myself open to valid criticism 
... but if I do 1 will not try 
to deprive my critic of his right 
to criticize on the basis of my 
posltton or on the basis of "good

Rio Raps Appeals Committee 



The elimination of the Uni- 
versity Appeals Cbmmittee from 
the FSU judicial system has been 
recommended to President John 

Qiampion by Vince Rio, Chief 
Justice of the Student Supreme 
Court. 

The University Appeals Com- 
rr.ittee currently Judges cases 
appealed from the Student Su- 
preme Court, before an appeal 
can be made to President Cham- 
pion. 

Rio, in a memo to Champion, 
cited the improved action of the 
new student court system In "rep- 
resenting the rights of both the 
universlt) and the defendants." 
ibwever. he pointed out sever- 
al diff.culties which still exist 




in die court system. Including^ 
lengfli of time between the inl- 
tatlon of charge and the final 
aqppeal. 

Rio ejqplalneA that die orien- 
tation of the Mident courts is 
designed to achieve consistency 
in legal safeguard^ assuring fair 

trials. 

The practice of the Appeals 
Committee is to waive these pro- 
cedures and apply various other 
procedures depending on the case 
and the chairman of the com- 
mittee, he continued. 

Procedures In the Student Su- 
preme Court are more consistent 
with legal orientation of tlie trial 
court and state and federal pre- 
cedent. 

He added that the members of 
the student courr system feel that 
one appeals court is enough be- 
tween the trial court and the 
president's office. 

Procedures 

In eiqplaining the reason for 
the request, Rio said, "The 
structure and procedure of the 
University Appeals Committee 
are now such that they are over- 
ly dependent on die dialrman of 
the committee. The attitudes of 
the present chairman are totally 
inconsistent with those on w4ildi 
the student courts are predicated. 
For this reason we have urged 



that the University ^^als Com- 
mittee no longer fmictlon as an 
appellate coiut of our system." 

Purpose of Committee 

Hie purposeof the Unversity 
Appeals Committee is "to rule 
on the propriety of disciplinary 
actions ordered against ag- 
grieved studmts or student or- 
ganizations bv any judicial body 
or officer of the Florida State 
University and to correct those 
which are ruled to have been or- 
dered in error." 

The committee is ooinposed of 
one diairmai, one me more as- 
sociate diairmen, four or more 
members of die teaching faculty 
and four or more members of 
the student body. 

Student Body Attorney General 
Doug Morford stated that "The 
procedures followed by the Con- 
duct Cbmmittee and theAppeals 
Committee areof doubtful contin- 
uum validity. Their procedures 
specifically proviite that a stu- 
dent cannot have an attorney to 
represent him." 

Morford continues, "It seems 
a ^ame to have such an en- 
lightened student Judicial system 
overridden by an administration 
that continues to follovy archaic 
procedures based on the long 
outdated cono^t of in loco par- 
entis."

Student Senate, unable to raise 
a quorum at Tuesday's special 
session, could not oon^ete con- 
sideration of next year's Student 
Activities Ebdget in its regu- 
lar session Wednesday.

But the public approval evi- 
denced by the administration 
really concenis me. Do we, in 
fact, encourage or even allow the 
discussion of all Issues on our 
campus? Is FSU policy oneof al- 
lowing the ejqjression of any 
vie vpoint regardless of how con- 
troversial? 

Since the .nnswer is obviously 
in the negative, I am especially 
troubled by this h\pocrl3> of lip 
service to the ideal with little 
or no effort to practice such a 
fundamental aspect of a uni- 
versity. 

Although the immediate res- 
ponse will no doubt be that the 
Public Forum Committee gen- 
erallv approves all speakers and 
programs 1 would like to ques- 
tion the very existence of that 
committee. Why at this university 
is it necessar> to 'clear a 
speaker except to obtain space_ 

Note the statement of the Board 
of Regents "Operating Manual": 
"Freedom of expression, as de- 
fined by the Bill of Rights of 
the Constitution of the U.S. is 
essential to the development of a 
positive educational environ- 
ment—free inquiry must be con- 
sistent with and directed toward 
the educational objectives of the 
university and with the preser- 
vation of a democratic society 
whidi provides peaceful means of 



Change. Freedom ofexpressfon 
carries with it the responsibility 
for seeing that the essential order 
of the university Is preserved. 

Free Inquiry 

Compare that statement with 
the remarks of the vice-presi- 
deci. Hew can "free Inquiry- 
be "consistent with" and 
"directed toward" anything? 

The administration has adopted 
the fundamental premise that 
anyfldng happening on campus 
must be sanctioned by the uni- 
versity, and, therefore, in the 
eyes of the public, "condoned ' 
b'\ the university. I"he desire for 
a good public image coupled with 
this unbelievable urge to sanc- 
tion everything on campus is the 
primary cause for our lack of 
free inquiry . 

It would seem that the only 
sohition is for the regents to 
imend taeir manual and pre- 
ferabli adopt similar langu^ to 
the foUowing: 

"Any offlciaUy recognized 
campus organization may spon- 
sor a speaker and the institu- 
tional control over campus faci- 
lities should not be used as a 
device of censor*^). U should 
be made clear to die academic 
and larger community that ^n- 
sorshlp of guest speakers does 
not necessarQyln^ly approval or 
endorsement of the views exp- 
pressed, either by the sponsor-^ 
inc group or the institution. 

ihese will be presented to the 
BOR, among other suggestions 
on April 29. Doubtless, it will 
not be resolved at the point.

Student Body President Gene Stearns has raised an 
interesting question about tiie "byprocrisy of lip 
service*' to tiie practice of free speech on campus; 

^"hy should the Public Forum Committee exist? 

The university is supposedly an academic environ- 
ment where ideas and attitudes from all sides of an 
issue should be aired for examination and stu<^. 
The existence of an approval body to check out po- 
tential speakers on campus violates this premise 
of academic freedom. 

Even the Board of Reeents' Operating Manual 
S';pporrs ir : . / • oe- ... . -a] if-cations, 
of course, h'c-r.- S:.xcns -^r. . - . - . ::.

Fortunately, the Council of Students Body Presi- 
dents, ol which Stearns is the chairman, has pro- 
posed revisions to the manual in regard to free speech 
on campus. The revisions suggest that adequate facil- 
ities should \y: the only reasons any speakers 
shouio be reviewed Ijefore his arrival on campus for 
a speaking engagement. 

No doubt th^ Regents will review the suggestions 
with all their usual astute, equitable objectivity, and 
we can expect the revisions to be shelved as another 
plan dreamed up by "those stupid college kids." 

R^-j^ardless of the Regents' ultimate decision 
about the revisions, theuniversitv faculty and student 
body must come to a decision about the "speaker 
ban" which is supposedly non-existent on this cam- 
pus. 

As long as speakers must be approved by a com- 
mittee, there is a potential speaker ban. And this 
must not be tolerated.

The attack on Haiphong, which 
Johnson dates as November. 
1945 actuall,. occurred in De- 
cember, 1946. The situation is 
thus even worse than he describ- 
ed, for the French were in ef- 
fect attacking a member of their 
own community, i countrv whose 
unity, soverelgnt;.. ind indepen- 
dence ihe> had ihjmselves rec- 
ognized twice during the preced- 
ing year and whost president 
the> had invited to France, for 
negotiations. The attack itself 
was .not as gratuitous as Johnson 
indicates. It was the culmination 
of a series of French demands 
for o ntrol over Vietnamese cus- 
toms, which Vietnam naturally 
rejeaed. 

The faa that this took place 
in 1946 must also be remember- 
ed. At that time there were many 
Communists in governmental 
positions in France, and the 
American tmbisssdor,. William 
Bullitt, had let it be known that 
a prsoonditlon to Amarictti aid 
to France was their removal.

The other two positions, vice 
chancellor for planning, pro- 
gramming and development, and 
vice chancellor to administrative 
af*"'<rs. have yet to be filled. 

Ferguson expressed confidence 
that Mautz would "upgrade cur- 
riculum" In the universities and 
"give directions to the univer- 
sity and have some sound ad- 
vice as we prepare to activate 
new InsUtutlons in Dade and ai- 
val Counties." 

According to Ferguson Mautz 
is "forthright, capable, imagina- 
tive, bright," and possesses a 
"unlqiie taknt." 

Mautz was graduated wtoho- 

nors from Miami l*ilverslty at 
Oxford. Ohio, and received hlr 
bachelor of law degree from Yale. 
At the Universliy of Florida, he 
is a full professor on the law 
faculty. 

Promoted to assistant dean in 
1952, to desn of academic affairs 
In 1958 and to vice president for 
academic affairs hi 1963, Mautz 
has beei ^iproacbed for several 
other Jobs in other universities 
outside Florida. He rcAMd aU 
offers. 

Two years ago, his name was 
on the list of candidates for ite 
presidency of Florida SatB._ He 
withdrew his name, however, at 

the urging of UF President J. 



Wayne Reitz, when another UF 
vice presldsm left the edmtols- 

tration. 

Mautz was also considered tor 
the presidency of the University 
of Florida last year when Reitz 
submitted his resignation. The 
Regents decided to avoid trouble 
and refused to consider anyone on 
the UF faculty at that thne, how- 
ever. 

He is also a brigadier general 
in the U.S.Alr Force Reserve. 

Maotz accepted the Regents 
appointment by saying, "I am 
pleased by the expression of con- 
f fAm^ In me and 1 will work to 
be worthy of it.

A WORLD OF SANDWICHES' 
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Two Propsals Made on 
Graduate Deferments 



WASHINGTON (CPS) — A- 
tfaou^ Congressloiul action to 
revise the dnftlaw ia at twit 
unlikely, some ComrHtleiial 
leaden may try to penuade 
the Admlnittratlon to lighten 
the Impaa of tiw fcnwval of 
graduate deferiMBts. 

Their efforts center around 
two proposals: 

1. Make IP-yaar-oIds not In 
college the prime afs gnmp to 
be drafted. Under such a plan, 
college graduates would be con- 
Mdand tiitniMail9-yBsr-olda 
for on* ytr ater gndusdon 
and would be draftsd Slant with 
the otbers according co ttelr 
month and day of birth. This would 
radicaUjr deoMM the nnnberof 
oolkfs gFadUstts to bs (frsfesd. 
since they woidd make tf> less 
dian half of such a pool. Under 
the pnasnt policy of drafting the 
oldest first, almost all oolUffe 
graduateswlU be drafted. 

2. Allow a graduate student, 
onoe he is draited, to con^Iete 
Us year in school. 

The House S^jeclalSubcominlt- 
tee on Education Is considering 
calling In Secretary of Defense 
□ark Clifford to discuss these 
proposals. Clifford has the power 
to change to the 19-year-old 
plan. And Selective Service Di- 
rector Lewis Hershey, although 
he doesn't like the Idea, told the 
subcommittee Friday, "I won't 
say that as an operator 1 can't 
do It." Most educator* bnar the 
19-vear-old plan. 

The subcommittee may also 
ask the House Armed Services 
Committee to look at the 
deferment problem. They may get 
a sympathetic hearing, since 
Armed Services Chairman L. 
Mendel Rivera (D^.C.) has al. 
ready written to Hersliy advo- 
cating both proposals to H gi^ 
the impact of the new luling. 

Education Chairman Edith 
Green (£>-Ore.) , who has discuss- 
ed the problem with Rivers to 
make sure her subcommittee 



does not step into his Jurisdic- 
tion saysheissympathecic.Mrs. 
Green's subcommittee became 
involved In the Question when 
they began considering several 
programs of federal loans 
and scholarships for graduate 
students.

Her- 
shey hinted at the Friday sub- 
committee meeting that such d*r- 
ferments ai?e possible. 

At that Friday meeting the 
subcomminee listened for five 
hours to ee tlw ny from Her- 
shey, Yale University President 
Kingman a*wster and Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin President 
Fred Harrington. Hit the witness 
who had the greatest impaa was 
probably Mrs.- Betty -Vetter. ex- 
ecudve Oireceor ot the private 
Scientific Mbmpowr OHnnd*- 
sion. 

She told the subconunlttes 
that "It seems quite possible that 
we may find ourselves at a seven 
disadvantage In our ^forts to 
prevent die tpnad of ooimminlsni 
a few yean from now" if then 
are no draft deCtrmentsforthoee 
learning sclenrlfic skills. That 
argument 1* Iffc^ to have a lot 
of intact, eqieclally with oon- 
wrvatlv* eongr*fl*m*n. 

Mrs. Vctier also presented

But Hershey said he ttaoi«ht 
that wa* an srerstatement.

"Bbards give oc- 
cupational deferments to people 
who are doing things," he said. 
"1 don't think the number will 
drop much and it may even in- 
crease."

Vetter, most of those with oc- 
cupational deferments will have 
been drafted by June, when col- 
lege seniors and graduate stu- 
dents start >'*''Tfff iM g ttfgllJe Cor 
the draft. 

She said those with doctorates 
will be drafted first, because 
they are generally older than 
those with master's degrees. 
These two grains contain about 
30,000 men, moit of whom will 
probably go la ite Jm» or July 
draft call. (Aprfl's was 48,000 
men.) After that, the 89,000 eli- 
gible first-year grai^ate stu- 
dent* and 163,000 oollege sen- 
ior* will be taken.

Tough Financial Year 



WASHINGTON (CPS) - With 
the rising costs of the Vietnam 
war, a conservative moodincrB- 
dal Confresslonal committees, 
and the possibility of further 
administration fund freezes, fed- 
eral programs for Uglier educa- 
tion face ■"ff'fTr Tmmh year in 
1968. 

Tills forecast is particularly 
^oomy since present higher ed- 
ucation programs fall far short 
of what educators say is need- 
ed by colleges and universities.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (CPS)— 
Florids's seven tme untvcnl- 
tles. which ttaned the year at 
the brink of flnmirlal dinster, 
will at least be able to con- 
tinue operation on a year rDund 
basis as a result of :he special 
edncatlon spendl-ig program 
which became law here last week. 

The recently completed 15- 
day special session d the Florida 
legislature, which attractedna- 
tlon-wlde attention because of the 
crisis in Florida's public 
schools, appropoiated about$J8J 
million in operating funds to the 
state university syatem, but pro- 
vided no additional funds for 
buildings. The controversial 
school financing bill became law 
without the signature d Gov. 
Claude R. Kirk Jr. 

The additional funds for Flor- 
ida's unlverslrles will eliminate 
the need for the drastic cutbacks 
which the universities were plan- 
ning to make this sum.mer . Be- 
fore this special legislative ses- 
sion, most of the universities had 
announced they would have to all 
but close down during the summer 
quarter, freeze enrollments for 
next fall, and leave m auy facility 
positions unfilled. 

Can Hold the Line 



Most administrators of 
Florida's universities appear 
satisfied with the additional funds 
appropriated lo the State Univer- 
sity System, and some are even 
publicly grateful to the legisla- 
ture. Many observers, however, 
say the legislature appropriated 
only enough money to permit the 
universities to hold the line, poff- 
ponlng the real crisis! 
er education in tbe state. 
I One of the strangeK crUes ti 
the education package is Dexter 
Hagman, president of the Florida 
Education Association. Hagman

Hagman said the financial bill 
for untverstHes and Junior col- 
leges "really doesn^ solve the 
proUem.*' Tlie legislatnre stiU 
has neglected to think about a 
long-range plan "for building a 
untverstty system In Florida," 
he said.

They seem to have for- 
gotten about the education crisis 
which exists In this state."

Many university officials, how- 
ever, paint a much more rosy 
financial picture for higher edu- 
cation than does Hagman. Hendrtx 
Chandler, executive secretary of 
the Florida Board of Regents, 
said the universities "will oe ail 
right this summer and next fall" 
as a result of ;he special leg- 
islative session. Chandler 
explained that university admin- 
istrators appear pleased with the 
education blJi merely jecause it 
means they will not have to car- 
ry through with planned cutbacks. 

"We will be kept at about the 
same level." Chandler said. "We 
didn't l:Tir rove too m.uch." Chand- 
ler adr-.itJ the legislature did 
rot face up to the long-range 
crisis facing higher education. 

'The universities are faced 
with a real critical crisis in 
capital outlay, and the legislature 
didn't do a thing for us in tbls 
area." Chandler said. "We may 
have to restrict admlsalons as 
early as 1969 because of the lack 
of space. We will also have to 
make more efficient uie tt ttae 
present qace, like hoklii«

In spite of incidents like these, 
however, the year has not been 
notable for crusades against 
ROTC. In faa, at a time when 
the war in Vietnam has contribu- 
ted to the growth of a substantial 
peace m.ovement among students. 



ROTC has largely escaped be- 
coming a target of anti-war 
groups. 

Rather than centering their 
attention on ROTQ organizations 
like Students for Etemocratic So- 
ciety have focussed on outside 
recruiters, especially thosefrom 
Qiw Chemical Co., and to a less- 
er extent on military research 
on universities. 

But there has been one ceveior- 
ment this year that could, in the 
long ran, prove more of i prob- 
lem for ROTC than cemg the 
prime target of SDS. It is the 
movement to deny academic 
credit for ROTC courses. 

Movement may not be the right 
word to describe what has hap- 
re.-.ed so far. because there have 
been .no m.ass cancellations of 
ROTC credit. The faculties at 
three schools in the Northeast 
—Boston University, Northeast- 
ern L'niversit;. in Boston, and 
Bowdoin College in Brunswick, 
Me. — have voted to withdraw 



credit for ROTC courses. 

The decision to take away ac- 
ademic credit for ROTC ;s • : 
final at any one of the three 
schools, which is probably a 
source of some comfort to ROTC 
planners In the Pentagon. There 
are signs, though, that the credit 
issue is spreading. 

At Yale University in mtd- 
March. the Yale Daily News ran 

editorial urging an end to 
ROTC credit. The head of Yale s 
Course of Study Committee, the 
:.icultv group that is charged with 
reviewing the university's cur- 
riculum, said the committee^ 
looking into the question of ROTC 
credit. .At Michigan State Univer- 
sitv, a Military Education Al- 
vis'or\ committee, composed of 
four civili.in-faculty members 
has been set up to Study the 
ROTC curriculum. 

The services .^re ..\v;,rethr.tthe 
quality of their ROTC training 
is coming under scrutiny. In 
spite of the fact that the pressure

of the cr:ft has made ROTC 
■".ore popular than at any time 
^mce the Korean War. all of 
them are making the effort to 
liberalize ROTC curricula, and 
to make military courses more 
like other college and university 
courses. , , 

l"he reason that the services 
.ire concerned about the futureof 
their campus programs is simple 
—they needtheofficersthatcome 
out of ROTC training. .As one 
Armv official put it, "We're 
looking for an officer th,-.t has a 
broad collegiate backgrciind; and 
it's cheaper to get this inoividu a 
off .• college campus :h,.n to train 
him ourselves." 

It remains to be seen though, 
whether or not the ROTC rl^n- 
ners can come up .vith courses 
and instructorsof sufficient qual- 
ity to forestall more , endemic 
criticism.

To the Editor: 

As a native of Russia, and 
graduate of Moscnw University, 
I would like to express my feel- 
ing 01 disrii v. at the apparent 
ap.:th\ on ihe p irt of FSU stu- 
dents :.nd l.^ck of interest in 
learning Russian language. Ut- 
terature jnd Social Sciences. In 
m\ thins eight \ears of teach- 
ing these subjects in this coun- 
try I am convinced that the im- 
portance of pursuing these 
studies toda\ is even greater than 
ever before. The more we know 
of Russia, its people, its po- 
litical and historical background, 
the better we are able to deal 
wi:h them, and more efiectively 
c< nduct our foreign affairs, 
and have so much bener per- 
spective to solve ourgraveprob- 
lems in this troubled world, with 
so much stronger siqiport for 
peace.

Reflected ag.unst the entire 
enrollment we find less than 
1% of all students in Aissian. 
Lack of greater number of par- 
ticipants is Justified by the pre- 
judice that due Russian languagei 
is "the iTX>st difficult lanptage 
in the world*. The authority for 
this very unscientific conclusion 
is based on the opinion of peo- 
ple who do 't know a wort In 
this language. 

The next "bug.,.'. o" is the 
Cyrillic alphabet: however in 
actual class work it is master- 
ed within three lessons. Natur- 
ally, Russia.^ possesses some 
peculiarities. Just like jn> other 
language. But underneath of all 
si.'ch fears, superstitions andex- 
cuses we find lack of scientific 
curiosity; this negligent attitude 
1 the part of the students and 
public in general tends to ob- 
scure the importance and sig- 
nificance which Russian Studies 
must occupy in tlw minds of 
intelligent people. 

Let us consider brieay the 
following three aspects of study: 



1) RUSSIAN UTERATlffllE. 
It contains some of the most 
marvelous creations in prose, 
P-ietry and drama. its impact 
Is felt in the literatures of the 
entire world: ToIsto>. Uostoev- 
sky and Chekhov are bitt a few 
of the great masters. 

Not only in .Iction but in 
basic sciences Russian liter- 
ature made its rnar)' in the world 
to-day. Ever since the end of the 
world War II. the Russian gov- 
ernment has Intensified its sci- 
entific research in all directions. 
According to the bulletin issued 
by the U.S. Cfflce of Education 
in Washington, D.C (published 
in 1958). the a.mount of scien- 
tific and technological research 
and the number of actual pub- 
lications contributed by Russians 
represents one fourth, or 2S% 
of the entire research by the 
rest of the worid (United States 
inclusive). 

This should serve as a chal- 
lenge in developing young cs5)able 
Americans to become teachers of 
Russia. We, the old timers, 
natives of Russia, are constant- 
ly atten^tlng to inspire and en- 
courage such deserving young 
students.

Again, Russian has the prior- 
ity. 

In conclusion, I would Iiice 
to stress one point: America: 
students are go d students cf 
foreign languages as long as 
they find an Incentive to stii(;\ 
them. Compared with their Eur- 
opean brothers .Americans are 
faster in the learning process, 
and (reluaantly speaking) some- 
what on the lazy side. It is true, 
however that Europeans r aster 
foreign languages better. The 
reason Is ^ite obvious: NECES 
SITY. It is the hest r^^acher" 
Living in proximity to eachother, 
constantl) depending on dose 
communication for trade, they 
have to spend more TIME on 
these languages, and for this 
reason learn them more pro- 
foundly. 

Russian language was first 
troduced to this country at Har- 
vard U'\ in 1903. ColumM.iL'> 
followed in 1912. Friur to Wrrlci 
War II there were only !(" In- 
stitutions < f higher learning 
offering this language in the U.S. 
Dunng th.-<t war the interest \t.

nccordi.-.g to the report, the 
greatest i. 'Tiage done by the 
dr.ft will be to next year's en- 
lenr.g graduate classes. Second- 
e r classes, howewer. will also 
suffer. 

The repc nsiiidthat next year's 
second- year classes will have 31 
per cent fewer men than they 
vculd aormally have. Overall, 
!iie report Indicated, second- year 
gr.idu.ite enrollment will be 77 
per cent lower than normal. 

Although moat of the figures 
;r: the report represented aver- 
ages for schools around the coun- 
try, the authors of the repon 
made clear that some schools, 
and certain academic fields, 
would suftar more than others. 

Hie authors polmad out that 
sdiools with a predominately 
male enrollment may have firtt- 
year classes one-quarter as 
lar^ as they normally wotdd.As 
for academic fields, their sur- 
vey Indicated thjt the social sci- 
ences. Medical, dental and di- 
vinity schools are not expectad 
to be hurt by the draft at all. 

The Defense Cbpartment has 
said that not all graduate stu- 
dents and college seniors eli- 
gible for the dr ift will be taken.
